BOOMING OF BIG GUNS 
HEARD NEAR PORT ARTHUR 

Liao-Yang, June 3.—There are persist- 
ent rumors that another great battle is 
in progress near Port Arthur. 

Continuous cannonading is heatd from 
the south. ‘ 

An additional force of 15,000 Japanese 
is reported to have landed at Takushan. 

General Kuroki's ‘outposts now holq the 
line at Liao-Pudza, Se-Lieund-Jan and 
Chan-Li-Dzy. The Japanese forces dis- 
embarking at Taku-Shan_ have reached 
Ulaossa. A division of the guards forms 
the connecting link between Ulaossa and 
Feng-Wang-Cheng. 

The Japanese landings at Pitsewo, 
Liao-Tung peninsula, continue. The Chi- 
nese are again willing ‘to accept Russian 
paper roubles. 

JAP LOSSES AT NAN-SHAN 

REACH 4,304 MEN KILLED 

Tokio, June 3.—The total of the Japa- 
the battle of Nan- 
Shan hill on May 26 is 4,304. They are 
divided as follows: Thirty-one officers, 
including one major and five sergeant 
majors, and 7!3 non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men killed; 100. officers, includ- 
ing one colonel, one major and twelve 
sergeant majors, and 3,460 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men wounded. 


BATTLE AT VAGENFUCHU 
REALLY JAP VICTORY 
Tokio, June 3.—A body of Japanese 
rave encountered and defeatéd a mixea 
force of Russian cavalry, infantry and 
artillery, near Lichaton, 9 miles north 
of Polandien, on Monday last, May 30. 
The engagement began at 12:30 p. m., 
anda lasted for two hours, the Russian 
troops finally being driven northward. 
The Japanese had_twenty-six men Kkili- 
ed, including one officer, and thirty-sev- 
en wounded, including four officers. The 
movement of the Russian forces south- 
ward indicates a possible effort to re- 
lieve Port Arthur. The Russian losses 
are unknown.

ABANDON ITS PURPOSE

cor of oPrt Arthur has abandoned its 
object, owing to the fall of Kin-Chou 
and the landing of Japanese reinforce- 
ments ’’ 


BALTIC FLEET MAY STAY 
IF PORT ARTHUR FALLS 


Tondon, June 3.—Russian naval con- 
tractors have been advised that final 
preparations for the Baltic sea fleet must 
be completed by the first week of August, 
says a Times dispatch from Paris. . 

This information its supplemented bY an- 
other dispatch from St. Petersburg sug- 
gesting that the fleet may perhaps not 
start at all if Port Arthur falls jnto the 
hands of the Japanese.

RUSSIANS LOST 700 MEN 


IN NAN-SHAN HILL FIGHT 

St. Petersburg, June 3.—The Russian 
lomges in the fighting at Kin Chou are 
officially stated to be 30 officers and 
700 men killed or wounded. These fig- 
‘ures were given in General Stoessel’s re. 
port, which has reached the war office. 
General Stoessel reports that owing to 
the absence of support of the warships 
against the Japanese artillery fire at the 
time of the final assault on the Russian 
positions on Nan-Shan hill during the 
evening of May 26, he at 8 o'clock gave 
the order to blow up the guns and retire. 
The genera] explains that the order was 
only partially executed as the enemy’s 
flank movements necessitated promptness 
in retreat.

Kansas City, June 3.—Nine persons are 
reported to have been Killed and many 
injured in a coltiston of passenger trains 
on the Missouri’ Pacific railroad near 
Martin City, !5 miles south of Kansas 
City. The trains, which met head-on, 
were the westbound Colorado limited No. 
1, and the eastbound Hoisington, Kans, 
accommodation No. 36. 

A message received by Missouri Pacific 
officials here ordered them to send a re- 
lief train as soon as possible and to get 
all the surgeons obtainable, from which 
it is inferred that numerous. passengers 
were hurt. Newspaper men were not 
permitted on the relief train, which left 
about 1! o’clock tonight. Details of the 
accident will not be learned until the 
return of the train with the dead and 
injured.

Emperor Has dered No Such 
Movement

St. Petersburg, June 3.—The best in- 
| formed military circles attach no im- 
portance to the reports that General Ku- 
ropatlin has detached a large force from 
his army at Liao-Yang and dispatched 
it southward to relieve Port Arthur, and 
it is distinctly denied that Emperor 
Nicholas personally ordered such a 
movement. 

It can be authoritatively stated that 
the emperor's confidence in Kuropatkin 
is unshaken, and his majesty is not at- 
tempting to interfere with his plan of 
campaign. While no such army has 
been dispatched southward, it is natural 
that Kuropatkin wlil do alj possible to 
harass General Oku's rear. The rail- 
road has been kept open as far as Vaf- 
anglow, 25 miles abOve Kin-Chou, and 
it is not unlikely that when the Jap- 
anese have failed to push through a 
line across the head of the Liao-Tung 
peninsula, that several thousand Russian 
troops may be sent down the railroad 
to impede the Japanese operations and 
inflict ag much damage as possible. Even 
the loss of a few regiments. .would be 
considered cheap if the Japanese opera- 
tions against Port Arthur were Liereby 
retarded for an appreciable time. 

However, it is realized that with the 
Japanese occupation of Port Dalny and 
Tallenwan, as bases for landing siege 
guns, the small force above Kin-Chou 
could accomplish but litfle, and it is 
now more iikely to be withdrawn, de- 
stroying the railroad as it retires n(@ih-. 
ward. For strategic purposes, Kuropat- 
kin may be trying to make the Japan- 
ese believe that a movement southward 
is contemplated in order to divert Kuro- 
Ki’s attention in that direction. 

The impression {s being thrown out in 
certain quarters here that Kuropatkin is 
about to take the offensive, ang that 
an engagement with Kuroki is imminent. 
But, so far as can be ascertained, there 
is no solid foundation for this. [It is 
unquestionable, however, that the rajl- 
road is pouring troops into Manchuria 
at the rate of almost 2,500 a day. and it 
will not be long at the present rate be- 
fore the Russian commander in chief will 
be on, at least, equal terms with the 
enemy. The general staff is keeping 
very dark about the whereabouts and 
purposes of the Cossacks reported to be 
working around Kuroki's rear and the 
number of troops operating in Korea,

MUCH TIME WAS LOST 
BY THE LONG DELAY 

The mistake that was made in permit- 
ting the burial of Miss Kloeckler’s body 
without a proper examination of her per- 
son and clothing has caused a loss of time 
that can be overcome only by persistent 
and diligent work on the part of the offi- 
cials. The officials have realized that 
the case is now uptothem. The evidence 
and unmistakable signs of murder have 
been thrust in their hands and they real- 
ize the importance of grasping every 
possible advantage and will investigate 
the slightest clew. 

Chief of Police John W. Ball has be- 
come actively interested in the case and 
is urging the city police and detectives to 
bend every effort toward the apprehen- 
sion of the murcerer or murderers. Th? 
case is one that is worthy of all the skil 
that can be devoted to it and the appre- 
hension and conviction of the murderer 
will win the lasting gratitude of an ex- 
pectant public.

EVIDENCE HAS EXPLODED 

THE JURY’S SUICIDE THEORY 
" With the evidence of the physicians 
who have already testified and that of 
the physicians who will testify this 
morning, together with the peculiar cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Miss Kloeckler it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that the coroner's jury will return 
a verdict essentially different from the 
first one. 

A verdict that does not state that Miss

Kloeckler was murdered will scarcely 


satisfy the public, but the coroner's jury 
may go no further than to say that Miss 
Kloeckler met her death from causes UN- 
known to the jury. Even this verdict 
will serve to soothe the wound given the 
young woman's family by the official 
declaration of the coroner's jury that she 
took her own life. 

Interest in the case Is at fever heat and 
every development and every bit of addi- 
tional evidence brought out by Solicitor 
Hill will be watched closely.

An Important Letter. 
~ Coroner Stamps received a letter yes- 
terday morning signed “J. D.,”" and ask- 
ing that the letter be given to the news- 
papers for publication. This the coroner 
declined to do yesterday but said the 
letter was from a woman who said she 
knew Miss Kloeckler well during her life 
time and that she met her just one week 
before she was found dead and during 
a conversation Miss Kloeckler said that 
she was in trouble and intended taking 
her own life. 

The writer stated that she did not pay 
attention to remarks of Miss 
Kloeckler at the time, but thought that 
she ought to write to the coroner and 
make a statement of the facts inasmuch 
as some of he papers tad ‘roasted’ the 
jury for its suicide .crdict. 

The police have received numerous let- 
ters relative to the Kloeckler case, a ma- 
jority of them being without signatures. 
All kinds of theories are advanced in 
these letters. 

One of the letters was from a spirit- 
ualist and contained a long statement 
to the effect that he had been asked by 
Miss Kloeckler’s spirit ta write her moth- 
er and sisters to the effect that she did 
not commit suicide but that she was 
choked to death and thrown into the 
lake. She asked that the search for the 
murderer stop as the one who killed her 
was one whem she had loved dearly in 
life and for whom she still cared even 
though she was in spirit form. She said

LONG DEADLOCK. ENDE 
WHEN YATES. QUIT RACE 


To Prevent Stampede to Lowden, 
Yates and Hamlin Withdrew, 
Yates Asking That Deneen 
Be Named—Nomination 
Made Unanimous. 


Springfield, Ills. June 3.—By making 
a combination with Charles 8. Deneen, 
ae 2 Sherman, Howland J. Hamlin and 
John H. Pierce, Governor Yates today 
broke the deadlock in the republican 
State convention and brought about the 
nomination of Deneen for governor. The 
nomination was made on the seventy- 
ninth ballot, which stood: Yates, 1; Low- 
den, 522%; Deneen 957%; Warner, 21. 

The combination was the result of a 
series of conferences held last night and 
this morning, and which were partici- 
pated in by Yates, Deneen, Hamlin, Sher- 
man and Pierce. The agreement had 
not been consummated when the con- 
vention met at 10 o’clock this morning, 
and the Yates and Deneen people forced 
a@ recess until 2 p. m. ‘Then the parties 
to the combination met and finally agreed 
upon Deneen as the candidate. 

When the convention reconvened. 
Yates, Hamlin and Sherman withdrew 
their names from the consideration of 
the delegates and urged their friends to 
vote for Deneen. 

When the seventy-ninth roll call was 
orfered and Adams county led off with 
“One vote for Yates and nineteen for De- 
neen,”’ the wildest excitement prevaild. 
As the call proceeded it became evident 
that the new combination in Illinois poll- 
tics would win, but the original Lowden 
men for the most part remained firm and 
went to defeat with him. 

When the call was completed Lowden 
moved to make the nomination unani- 
mous and Chairman Cannon declared the 
motion carried. All thé pent up enthus- 
jasm of’ the delegates manifested itseif 
as Deneen came to the platform and 
briefly thanked the convention for the 
honor, In response to the demands of the 
assemblage Colonel wden made an ad- 
dress, pledging his support to the ticket. 
The corivention now took up the nomi- 
nation of a candidate for lieutenant goy- 
ernor, but the leaders of the new combi- 
nation were not prepared for this and 
a recess was taken.

Kansas Rivers Ready To Burs 
Their Banks 


Tornado Hits Dallas and Does Dam- 
age Throughout North Texas. 
Western Missouri, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma Also 
Visited by Storm. 


Kansas City, June 3.—All tributaries 
of the Kaw river.in Kansas are rising 
rapidly and a serious flood is threatened. 
Heavy rains continuing for two days 
have prevailed all over Kansas. 


Twice within thirty days most of the : 


streams have overflowed their banks, 
washing out railway tracks and crops, 
destroying much property and rendering 
several hundred persons temporarily 
homeless. But each time there came a 
lull in the rainfall, the rivers receded 
and almost normal conditions prevailed. 
In the past twenty-four hours, how- 
ever, further, heavy rain storms have 
again swollen the streams, this time be- 
vond the height experienced in the two 
former rises. Today the rain continued 


to fall at many points throughout Kansas 


and the ultimate result must be that the 
Kaw, already bank-full at many places, 
will overflow its banks at Kansas City. 
While the conditions are not such as 
brought on the June flood of last year 
and although no great amount of dam- 
age is expected in this city, preparations 
are being made to meet the situation as 
it may develop. 


Six Hundred Made Homeless. 
Railroad traffic is demoralized and al- 
ready many through trains, both east and 
westbound, are stalled. The principal 


streams affected are the Kaw, the 
Smoky Hill, the Republican and the Ma- 
rais des Cygnes. So far no casualties 
have been reported. At Newton over six 
hundred Ptrsons have been rendered 
homeless by 4 sudden rise in Sand creek, 
which flows through the north an4 west 
portions of that town. The flooded dis- 
trict embraces about one-fourth of New- 
ton and in many houses the water stands 
as high as fhe second story windows. 
The rise in the creek was caused by a 
cloudburst and the water rose so rapidly 
that hundreds of persons were caught 
in their homes. Hundreds of men work- 
ed all night rescuing the unfortunates. 
Morning found all removed to places of 
safety, but with the water stil] rising 
and further heavy damage. 
Tornado Struck Dallas. 

Dallas, Tex., June 3.—At 5 a mm. to- 
day, during a cloudburst, accompanied by 
& tornado, water came through the roof 
@afid the sixth floor of the Western Union 
telegraph office here, flooding the .dyna- 
mos and completely wrecking one section 
of the switchboard. The damage in the 
Western Union office was practically 
remedied by 5:30 a. m 

Throughout the city, however, a great 
many wires were down. 

The storm was widespread and covered 
a large area. Reports coming in from 
the country indicate that crops and’ out 
houses suffered considerable loss, but no 
one was killed or injured. 

The storm broke 
o'clock this morning and continued with 
great force until 5 o'clock. The rain fel] 
In torrents all night, accompanied by a 
heavy wind, which finally developed into 
cyclonic fury. When the Western Union 
building was struck a panic ensued among 
the force at work in the operating room. 
Wire communication with the outside 
world was cut off for several hours, and 
was only partially restored at 9 o'clock. 
At 9:45, however, the city was again 
shut out from the outside world.

POWELL TO PAY 
$300 PER ANNUM

Tax Committee Fixe License 
for Professional Baseball 


Manager Powell Stated That He 
Thought He Should Be Made To 
Pay License, and Readily 
Agreed to the Charge 
of $300. 


The municipality will require a tax of 
$300 per annum from Manager Abner 
Powell, of the Atlanta baseball team. 
This was decided upon by the tax com- 
mittee, of which Councilman Quillan is 
chairman, during’ the session of yester- 
day, and the provision will be written in 
the general tax ordinance which will be 
presented to council for adoption during 
the session of next Monday afternoon. 

The meeting of the committee wags 
held yesterday at noon in the committee 
room at the city hall, and@ was called for 
the special purpose of hearing from Man- 
ager Powell and to consider the amount 
of license tax that should be required of 
him. 


During the morning Lowry Arnold, of 
the firm of Arnold & Arnold, attorney 
for Manager Powell, held a conference 
with Councilman Quiilian. As a result, it 
Was decided that the baseball club 
should pay the municipality $200 per an- 
num as license and #s!V0 
per annum for the patrolmen who are 
sent out to the baseball games by the 
chief of police. 

When Manager Powell went to the 
meeting yesterday he was prepared to ac- 
cept almost anything. He stated to the 
committee that he should be taxed, and 
that he did not desire to avoid paying a 
business license to the municipal govern. 
ment, 

The most significant statement made 
by Manager Powell and by Lowry “Arnold 
during the meeting of the committee was 
that Manager Powell had not given news- 
paper men of other cities the statements 
they have been publishing and attribut- 
ing to him. During the recent tour of 
the Atlanta club newspapers of all the 
league towns published statements, pur- 
porting to come from Manager Powell, 
in which they quoted him as giving a 
general knock to Atlanta, and as saying 
that the efforts to tax him were made 
by those who wanted to take his 
franchise away from him. 

No particular papers were menttoned, 
but both Mr. Arnold and Manager Powell 
made a blanket denial of all such state- 
ments, 

Fire Chief W. R. Joyner and H. L. 
Schlesinger both made statements re- 
garding Manager Powell. Chief Joyner 
Stated that the baseball manager had 
been very liberal with the Southern In- 
terstate Fair Association, having of his 
own accord increased his rent from $50 
to $75 per month, while Mr. Schlesinger 
stated that Manager Powell had always 
been liberal toward charities. 

After hearing these statements, and 
after hearing Manager Powell state that 
he thought he should be made to pay 
taxes, the committee decided to charge 
him $300 for the privilege of playing 
baseball, $200 of which is for the busi- 
ness license and $100 of which pays for 
the policemen, .

As Result of Fight at Trail Lake, 
Miss., Five Men Are Dead and 
More May Be Slain Before 
Intense Feeling Existing 
Shall Subside. 


Greenville, Miss., June 3.—As a result 
of a fight which occurred on the Sims 
and Williams plantation at Trail Lake, 
Miss., 30 miles east of here, last night, 
John Sims and his manager, named Cato, 
were killed by negroes and three of the 
negroes have been killed also. 

The country ts in a state of Intense 
excitement and it is feared further trou- 
ble may ensue between the whites and 


blacks. 

The slaughter started about 10 o'clock 
last night, when Sims and Cato. were 
shot down in their store by a negro 
mamed Sam Clark. Sims was engaged 
{n checking up his cash when Clark 
came in. 

Refore he could make any kind of 
move Clarl: raised a winchester and 
fired, the shot taking effect first in the 
back and then breaking the collar bone. 
He dated instantly. 

Clark immediatelv turned on Cato. the 
who were In another part of 
the store, and shot him in the rieht 
side, the ball coming out on the left 
aio. 

Cato staggered out of the back of the 
store and as he reached the door a ne- 
gro convict guard named Van Horn. who 
was in waiting, struck him over the 
head with a rifle. Cato died at 7 o'clock 
this morning and the phvsicians gives 
it as his onirion that the blow over 
the head caused his death. 

News of the tragedy was {immediately 
sent to Greenville and Sheriff John 
Crouch, with a posse, went to the scene. 


Fleeing Negroes Caught. 

The negroes. Van Horn and Clark. had 
made their escane before the vosse ar- 
rived, but the trail of Van Horn was 
found and he was tracked about a quar- 
ter of g mile into the woods. Here an- 
other ‘negro convict guard named Mayr- 
field interfered with the posse and he 
was shot down in his tracks. 

Van Horn Captured. 

Van Horns was.captured and taken to 
Leland, 14 miles distant, where he was 
placed in the jail. We remained in fall 
all night under a sfrong guard: and at 
8:30 o'clock this morning he was taken 
out and lynched by a mob. 

While the sheriff and posse were busy 
with Van Horn the other negro, Sam 
Clark, returned to the Sims store with

Williams, the other partner; the book- 
keeper, Crow, who was also at. work, 
and others. Crow, however, after the 
previous shooting had armed himself and 
a negro who worked about the place 
named Aaron Fuller. When Clark made 
his appearance he-was shot and killed 
by Crow and Fuller. 

It is believed at Trail Lake that the 
shooting is the outcome of a meeting 
held in .the vicinity of Trail Lake by a 
negro secret soclety,-and that the ne- 
groes involved were picked out to do 
the killing.

WILL PREVENT 
ANY REBATING 


Representative Calvin To In- 
troduce a Bill Restrain- 
ing Insurance Agents. 


Augusta, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—A bill 
to prevent rebating among the life in- 
Surance agents pf the state of Georgia 
will be introduced at the session of th2 
lezisinture that convenes this month. 
For some time there has been an agita- 
tion on the part of many agents through- 
Out the state to secure such a law. 

Representative Martin V. Calvin has 
been approached by some of the agents 
of the city and asked to prepare and 
Support a bill to suppress rebating. As 
soon as he was asked about the matter 
he said that he had already anticipated 
the wishes of the agents and was at work 
On such a bill as was desired. There are 
a number of states that have such laws 
in force and while at the eanital re- 
cently Mr. Calvin took occasion to go to 
the state library and make a study of 
them. He is fully convinced that a law 
on this subject will work for the good 
of the reputable agent as well as for 
the policyholder. 

It is urzed in behalf of the bill that 
the agents of the great strong companies 
work at a disadvantage with the agents 
of less reputable companies, on account 
of the system of rebatinge. The strong 
and conservative companies do not per- 
mit thelr agents to give rebates and the 
agents of the others are willing at any 
time to give up at least one-half of their 
commissions in order to get a policy. 

It is further said that in order to meet 
this style of competition agents with 
really good policies are often compelled 
to give the policyholder an inferior sort 
of insurance so that he can give a re- 
bate and still make money. The gsub- 
Stance of all the arguments in the case 
is that by forbidding, under penalty, tha 
giving of rebates by life insurance agents 
the agents and the policyholders will both 
be protected, the former in the legitimate 
pursuit of his profession and the latter 
from insurance of a cheap and inferior 
grade,

Peace reigns over the Georgia Norma’ 
school at Athens. The troubles that have 
existed were settled yesterday by tne 
members of the state normal commission, 
and, it is presumed, settied for al] time. 
The members of the faculty have been 
reelected and put on notice that there 
must be no further differences, and @ 
prudential committee, consisting of Cnan- 
céllor Hill and State School Commissioner 
Merritt, has been appointed with full 
power to act should action on its part 
become, necessary. 

This pacific result was brought about 
largely through the efforts of Judge 
Hamilton McWhorter, acting in the in- 
terest of the normal school. It was ex- 
pected up to yesterday that the investi- 
gation scheduled for yesterday would be 
of a sensational nature. Professor Bran- 
son, president of the school, was on hand 
with his attorney, Judge John J. Strick- 
land, of Athens; Luther Z. Rosser was 
there with his client, Miss Parrish, one 
of the leading teachers at the gchool; 
Colonel Z. D. Harrison appeared to look 
after the interests-of his daughter, whom 
President Branson had failed to nominate 
for reelection on account of the differ- 
ences growing out of the trouble between 
Miss Parrish and himself. 

The members of the state normal com- 
mission, Commissioner Merritt, Chancel- 
lor Hill, Professor Lawton B. Evans, of 
Augusta; R. J. Guinn, of College Park, 
and Professor Bon, of Athes, Who is 
secretary, were all present. 

Differences Settled. 

After a number of conferences, it was 
announced that a gettlement had been 
reached. Professor Branson and Miss 
Parrish shook hands in amity, and, after 
the commission had been in session for a 
few minutes, the following resolution, 
introduced by Commissioner Guinn and 
adopted by the commission unanimously, 
was made public: 

“Whereas, after hearing the evidence 
concerning the difficulties and differences 
in the State Normal school, the board 
finds that in its opinion there is nothing 
which could not be harmonized without 
detriment to any of the parffes, and that 
the differences and misunderstandings 
are not of a nature to demand the resig- 
nation or dismissal of any of the mem- 
bers of the faculty, and 

“Whereas it is the wish of the board 
that these troubles cOme instantly and 
finally to an end for the future weitare 
of the school, and to that end the mem- 
bers of the faculty heretoore differing 
have stated in open meeting that tney 
are ready to finally bury all differences 
that have arisen heretofore, and to wotk 
together harmoniously for the best inter- 
ests of the school, and this statement is 
intended, and shall operaté, as a final 
and complete estoppel on tbe part of all 
the parties at interest to any reference in 
the future to any past differences, 

‘Resolved, That to this end the mem- 
bers of the present facuity be reelected 
for the ensuing year, with the under- 
standing that complete harmony snall 
obtain among them in the future in their 
work in the school, and_that no future 
references be made to past differences, on 
pain of dismissal.”’

The fact that more than half of the 
members of the body wil] sign the re- 
port is conclusive proof that it will be 
adopted by that body. It is also certain 
that the measure will receive the appro- 
val of Mayor Howell, as he was present 
during the sessions of yesterday and aid- 
ed in the making of the report. 

The report will deal with four differ- 
ent subjects. 

The first will be the purchase of Pied- 
mont park. The report will recommend 
that the trade be closed at once and that 
the municipality pay to the owners of tiie 
land $20,000 as soon as the title to the 
property has received the approval of 
the city attorney.

Ten days ago Sophie Kloeckler mysteriously disappeared from her At- 


lanta home amd the next day, under circumstances clearly pointing to her hav- 
ing been at Lakewood the evening before, her body was found at the bottom 


of the lake. 


The newspapers have for more than a week covered every detail of this 
remarkable case and yet the mystery of the murder—for murder it undoubtedly 
was—is as deep as it was the day the body of the unfortunate girl was dragged 


‘trom the bottom of the Jake. 


With the view of stimulating the search for the murderer The Constitu- 
tion offers a reward of Five Hundred Dollars ($500) for the arrest with proof 
to.convict of the guilty party or parties.

Public sentiment forced a reopening of the case and this morning the 
coroner, with the able assistance of Solicitor General C. D. Hill, will take evi-

The officers working on the case are now greatly handicapped and 
doubtless discouraged by the delay caused by the first verdict of the coroner’s 
jury. It is with the intention of urging them to renewed efforts and to in- 
terest able outsiders that The Constitution offers this additional reward of

convict. 
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The Primary System in Georgia. 

The agitation in Alabama in favor 
of a return to the old county conven- 
tion plan of settling political contests, 
doing away with the recently adopted 
primary system, ig hardly likely to 
meet with favor among the democratic 
masses however much it may be advo- 
cated by some of the politicians of our 
sister state. While we do not assume 
to be entirely familiar with the condi- 
tions in Alabama which have furnish- 
ed the excuse for’ this reactionary 
movement, we believe that movement 
is doomed to failure, as it ought to be. 
It may be true that the primary meth- 
od has been found expensive to candi- 
dates and that there may be other 
features of a local character to which 
Alabamans object, but these can be 
corrected in (Alabama as they will be 
in Georgia without impairing the pri- 
mary system. 

The democrats of no southern state 
can afford to support any system for 
the selection of party candidates which 
does not give every democratic voter 
the opportunity to give full voice to 
his choice. No state which has adopt- 
ed the primary system has ever.aban- 
doned it; and if the democrats of Ala- 
bama permit themselves to be guided 
by the experiences of their fellow 
democrats in other states, they will 
turn their attention toward perfecting 
and strengthening the present system 
rather than toward a return to old 
methods which were fraught with dis- 
satisfaction. 

Here in Georgia the general primary 
has come to stay. It has come through 
a process of steady development built 
upon the experience of succeeding 
contests, each of which has played a 
part by pointing to the weak places. 
At first the ballot primary was con- 
fined to a few counties, the others re- 
taining the old mass meeting and con- 
vention system. Then it came to be 


‘more generally adopted because of the 


success of the first experiments, and 
finally, a few years ago, it became the 
party law. 

It is not so very long since the first 
experiments were made. Up to that 
time the rule was the county mass 
meeting called at the court house, to 
which all democrats were invited, but 
where, as a matter of fact, the men 
who got there first ran things as they 
chose. It was a practical impossibility 
to get anything like a full vote under 
this method and the natural result 
was the constant charge of court house 
ring rule and much general dissatis- 
faction. The county executive com- 
mittees were supreme in determining 
the method and as a rule the action 
of the committee was shaped:in the 
interest of the candidate or set of 
candidates that controlled the com- 
mittee. 

Even after voting in primaries had 
been adopted by most of the counties 
the selection of the date was at the 
will of the county committee, which 
left open the way for much criticism. 
Only until a few years ago it was the 
practice % manipulate the primary or 
convention date with the view to af- 
fecting the result in other counties. 
In counties where the conditions seem- 
ed to strongly favor one candidate 
and where that candidate controlled 
the committee the date was fixed 
bright and early in the year—some- 
filmes as early as February. It was 
often arranged that a bunch of coun- 
ties favorable to a candidate would 
hold their conventions or primaries on 
the same day early in the year to cre- 
ate the impression of a popular tidal 
wave in favor of that candidate. 

This was the genera! practice. In 
every contest each candidate resorted 
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to this method of campaigning. It 
gave rise to much dissatisfaction. As 
we recollect it, both candidates in the 
Atkinson-Evans contest expressed 
themselves as favorable to action in 
all of the counties upon the same day, 
but it was impossible to reach an 
agreement in the state committee. 

In the succeeding, state campaign, 
however, this idea took practical 
shape. The state committee directed 
that all counties should act upon the 
Bame day. This method has since 
prevailed, much to the satisfaction of 
the people of the state. Then came 
the general primary, the mass meet- 
ings and county conventions being 
done away with by direction of the 
state committee, and now there are 
practically no voters in the entire 
state who would favor a return to any 
feature of the old system. 

The primary system is not perfect 
yet. But the state convention has 
pointed the way to two great improve- 
ments in directing the legislature to 
pass a secret ballot law and in limit- 
ing the time within which state pri- 
maries shall be held. This latter step 
may be regarded as for all time elimi- 
nating criticism of the state commit- 
tee’s action in fixing the primary date, 
The new committee, and all succeed- 
ing committees, will certainly accept 
the convention’s recommendation as 
expressive of the popular will, and no 
future state primary will be held 
earlier than the 10th of July nor later 
than the Ist o? September. Any date 
within that period will insure to can- 
didates full opportunity to make their 
canvass and to all the people the op- 
portunity to vote. 

The sentiment in favor of the adop- 
tion of the Australian af secret ballot 
has been a steady growth. The first 
Australian ballot bill was introduced 
in the legislature by Hon. S. P. Gilbert, 
then representative from Muscogep 
county, in October, 1890. It attracted 
great interest at the time, was general- 
ly indorsed by the press of the state, 
and failed only because conditions did 
not then seem ripe. In the subsequent 
legislature Hon. Morgan McMichael, 
Mr. Gilbert’s successor in the house, 
took up the fight, reintroduced the 
bill of his predecessor and did much 
to help along the campaign of educa- 
tion. Since then the good work has 
been kept up by Dr. Kelly, of Glas- 
cock, and other leading members of 
both branches of the legislature, the 
campaign of education being kept up 
so successfully that the passage of 
somie secret ballot law at the coming 
session is assured, 

Under the party usage which has 
become party law the members of the 
legislature and judges and solicitors 
are now nominated on the same day as 
the candidates for state offices. This 
is fixed by the call of the state com- 
mittee. The executive committees of 
the different congressional districts, 
cooperating in spirit with the state 
committee, now fix the congressional 
primaries for the same date. 

The next progressive step will be 
the holding of all primaries for the se- 
lection of the party’s candidates for 
county offices upon the same day as 
the state and congressional primary. 
This is now fhe practice in the large 
majority of counties, wut there are 
quite a good many in which, for local 
reasons, a separate date for the county 
fight has been the rule. In some cases 
this has been earlier than the state 
primary, in others later, This is not 
generally satisfactory, as it still leaves 
the way open for the charge that the 
committee's action, whatever it may 
be, was taken either for or against 
some candidate or set of candidates,

| suspicion of this sort of manipula- 


tion. If it is necessary in order to in- 
sure uniformity under which the peo- 
ple shall be relieved of the burden of 
more than one political contest a year, 
that the legislature shall incorporate a 
provision for uniform primaries, cover- 
ing all offices, in the election laws of 
the state, this should be done. 

When this uniformity has been se- 
cured the primary system of Georgia 
will have been brought to a state ap- 
} This is what 
the people desire. Every possible 
safeguard must be thrown around the 
primaries; it is doubly necessary that 
this be done in a state like Georgia, 
where the primaries are the real elec- 
tions. 

There remains only the question of 
expense. This should be borne by the 
State. It may have been well enough 
in ‘the past to place the burden upon 
the shoulders of the different candi- 
dates, since in the absence of a gen- 
eral law it was impossible to put it 
anywhere else. That, however, has 
led to all sorts of inequality of assess- 
ment by state, congressional and 
county committees. It is neither fair 
nor just. The primary elections are 
the affairs of the whole people, not of 
the men aspiring to office; and mani- 
festly the only fair way is for the state 
to bear ‘the expense. It will not be a 
heavy expense; and certainly if it in- 
sures absolute fairness and the right 
of every Georgian to vote, it will be 
money well invested. 
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The Personal Side. 

Now that the smoke of battle has 
cleared away, there remains to be said 
of the State convention's action just a 
passing word concerning Jim Griggs. 

Though he failed by a few votes to 
secure the necessary number to elect 
him delegate from the state at large, 
the record is really a high tribute to 
the personal popularity of Hon. James 
M. Griggs. 

The membership of the convention 
showed an overwhelming majority of 
earnest supporters of the candidacy of 
Judge Alton B. Parker. However much 
these gentlemen may have differed 
among themselves on the question of 
the advisability of “instructing” for 
their candidate or “requesting” the 
State’s delegation to give their hearty 
support to his cause, the fact remains 
that with very few exceptions all the 
delegates were Parker men. The 
number of men who agreed with Judge 
Griggs,in the support of Mr. Hearst 
was comparatively infinitesimal. 

Despite that fact, in the face of the 
radical difference of opinion upon the 
main question of the presidential can- 
didate, a large number of the Parker 
men gave their earnest and hearty 
support to Judge Griggs solely on ac- 
count of their admiration of and their 
friendship for him, In addition to 
this, many of his warm friends felt 
that, in view of the expressed will of 
their constituents, they could not sup- 
port him. 

The vote he received was, in short, 
an eloquent tribute to the popularity 
of the congressman from the second 
district. 
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GEORGIA’S FIRST AUSTRALIAN 
BALLOT BILL.

Captain Gilbert Nas given the matter 
careful attention, and having closely 
studied the progress of the ballot reform 
movement throughout tke countfy, has 
collected the laws of all the states re- 
lating to the subject, 

There is no doubt that there should be 
& more uniform method of voting, ana 
of consolidating the election returns of 
the state. As to the method the question 
has not been before the people of the 
state long enough to establish any pref. 
erence coneerning details, but a moment's 
reflection is enough to establish the fact 
that Captain Gilbert is on the right track, 
and that much good may result trom 
legislation intended to produce uniformity 
and in the management of the elections 
in the state. 

As will be seen, Captain Gilbert outlines 
a general course, taking the Wise posi. 
tion that the matter of details should be 
ieft to the general assembly, where, af- 
ter the question has undergone thorough 
investigation, a law may be modeled to 
meet every demand. 

This movement will be one of the most 
prominent before the legislature.

Atlantan Builds Coliseum. 

The architect of the new Coliseum at 
St. Louls, in which the democratic na- 
tional convention will be held, is an At- 
lanta boy, Louis B. Pendleton, son of 
H. C. Pendleton, of this city, and brother 
of Editor C. R. Pendleton, of The Macon 
Telegraph. Mr. Pendleton is in Atlanta 
on the first vacation he has had in sev- 
eral years. He is an alumnus of the 
old Georgia Military institute at Edgs- 
wood, and took his mechanical course 
at the Georgia School of Technology. He 
is but twenty-eight years of age. 

Four years ago Mr. Pendleton was 
called from Chicago to St. Louis to take 
the responsible position ef supervising 
architect for the division of exhibits at 
the exposition, and since then has been 
promoted by the exposition company and 
given much critical and highly respon- 
sible work. After the exposition he ex- 
pects to make his home at St. Louls. 

In speaking of the new Coliseum where 
the democrats of the nation are to as- 
semble on July 6, Mr. Pendleton says: 

“Viewed from the standpoint of adapt- 
ability and prominence of location, it 1s 
undoubtedly the most desirable hall in 
America for convention purposes. It Is 
an immense brick structure ‘covering the 
entire block bounded by ‘rhirteenth, Olive, 
Fourteenth and St. Crarles streets. It 
cormfbines an amphitheater, music hall, 
two exposition naves, and fourteen Ccom- 
mittee rooms. The amphitheater ts an 
enormous room 318 feet long, 189 feet 
wide and 84 feet high. Tnis entire space 
is covered with a single span steel truss 
roof. without columns or other obstruc- 
tions and for a building of its size the 
acustics are marvelous, a speaker being 
easily heard from one end to the other. 
In the center there is an arena I12 feet 
by 222 feet. This arena is semi-circular 
at each end and is completely surrounded 
by eighty boxes that will seat 420 people. 
Back of these boxes are ten rows of 
permanent seats, elevated in tiers, and 
having the same eontour as the arena, 
completely surrounding same. These 
cente have a cepacity of 4.490. Above is 
susnended a gallery of similar outline 
having a seating capacity of 2,288. 

“The plans and arrangements made for 
the national democratic convention show 
how very adaptable this hall is for large 
conventioms of this nature. These plans 
nrovide for an edditions:!] 3,208 seats, 
located in the arena, the largest portion 
of which are te be reserved for the dele- 
gates, alternates and if'ess representa- 
tives. thus making a total seating ca- 
pacity of 10,840. These plans show the 
platform located on the north side pro- 
jecting out into the arena. 32 feet and 
running to the building wall. This 
platform is circular in front. and 40 feet 
wide by 50 feet deep and on it will be 
located 434 seats elevated-in tiers, af- 
fording a magnificent background for the 
speaker who wiil occupy the front Ho 
will be elevated above the rest of the 
platform about 8 inches. From. this 
point he can be seen and heard from 
every seat in the how-se regardless of how 
badly crowded {t may be. Directly in 
front of. the platform is reserved a space 
sufficiently large to accommodate the 
sergeant at arms and his siaff and five 
Associated Press stenogranhers, together 
with such working tables as they may 
need. A special tunnel way has been 
rovided for these stenographers léading 
ack to their work rooms, which are lo- 
cated under the giatform, thus making 
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it possible for them to come and go as 
their work may dengind without disturb- 
ing the speaker in the slightest. To the 
left and right of this platform there 
are reserved 350 seats, !75 on either 
side, for special correspondents and tele- 
graph officials. Each of these seats is to 
be provided with working desks and 
there will be a private tunnelway for 
each section leading back to the working 
room of the Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph Companies, where there will 
be private wires, long distance telephones, 
ete. Each company to have working 
room for about 125 people. The tun- 
nels are designed to allow the special 
correspondents to step back to the wires 
and send messages to their papers with- 
out creating the slightest interruptions 
to the proceedings. 

“The one thousand delegates will be 
seated in two sections, directly In front 
of the speaker, while the alternates will 
eccupy sections to the left and right. 
All of these sections will be railed off one 
from the other, each having its own en- 
trances and exits. Specia] tickets will 
be issued for these sections, and no one 
will Sain admission without them. It 
is designed to use for committecg the 
fourteen rooms in the music hal! cection 
of the building, which are admirably 
adapted for this purpose, ag they are 
large and elegantiy ventilated. Special 
attention has heen given to the matter 
Of adequate aisles and exits and every 
precaution has been taken to guard 
against an accident of any nature. The 
aisles for the most part are to be 8 
feet wide and a space of 20 inches by 
30 incNes has been allowed for each seat. 
Fach detail has been carefully studied 
out and the plans provide for the safe- 
ty and comfort of those who attend, 
and it can be safely said that no pre- 
vious convention has been so well cared 


for in the matter of hall and arrange~' 
ments.’”’

Hon, John A, Hynds Made Fine 
Address on Davis’ Birthday, 


Queene 


Large Audience Gathered at Capitol 
To Celebrate Birthday of Presi- 
dent of Southern Confed- 
eracy—Orator of Day 
Frequently Cheered. 


The large audience that assembled in 
the hall of the house of representatives 
yesterday morning to celebrate the birth- 
day of President Jefferson Davis were 
treated to one of the finest addresses 
ever C@ivered in the city, when Hon. 
John A. Hynds spoke on the life of the 
president of the confederacy. He spoke 
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JOHN A. HYNDS. 
Who Delivered a Brilliant Address 
at the Davis Memoria] Exercises 
Yesterday. 
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fluently, with a well modulated voice and 
every word rang with a patriotism 
which was dear to the hearfs of the old 
veterans who were present. Time and 
again Mr. Hynds wag cheered and at one 
of his beautiful sentiments the entire 
audience rose and amid cheers waved 
their handkerchiefs in the air. 

The celebration of President Davis’ 
birthday by the Atlanta camp, United 
Confederate Veterans, and the Atlanta 
chapter, United Daughters of the ‘Con- 
federacy, yesterday was an event that 
will not soon be forgotten by the vete- 
rans and ladies who were there ¢@ hear 
the fine Music and the speech of the ora- 
tor of the day. * 

So enthused were the veterans over Mr. 
Hynds’ address that they asked him to 
write it out in full so they tould have 
copies of it printed and distributed. 

The exercises were opened with music 
by Wurm's orchestra. When “Dixie” 
was played the veterans gave the old 
“rebel yell.’’ The hall was decorated with 
confederate flags and pictures of confed- 
erate generals. 

A prayer was offered by Dr. T. P. 
Cleveland. 

Dr. W. W. Landrum introduced the 
orator of the day, stating that he was 
the son of a confederate Soldier who had 
passed over the river. 

“The orator of the day,” gaid Dr. Lan- 
drum, “is a man who treasures in his 
heart all that was good about the old 
south.’ 

Mr. Hynds Sperks. 

Mr. Hynds began by referring to the 
dav that Jefferson Davis was In Atlanta 
at the unveiling of Hill's statue. He 
said: 

“Every eye and every heart In that 
vast assemblage turned Instinctively to 
the tall form that refused to bend even 
under the weight of nearly four score 
vears—years that ran the scale from the 
height of human honor and renown to the 
depth of human suffering and distress. 
I shall never forget the infinite calm of 
his noble counterance, a countenance 
fairly beaming with the light of a pure 
life, nor the gentile smile with which he 
responded to the shouts that arose from 
ten thousand loving hearts and ten thou- 
sand loyal Ups.” 

He repeated the speech Henry Grady 
made to Mr. Davis on that occasion, 
Continuing. Mr. Hynds said: 

“The south lost a prniciple, but found 
a race of princes; it failed to maintain 
a nation, but founded a new type of no- 
bility. To wear the simple cross of the 
confederacy is better than to blaze under 
all the united ‘decorations of Kngland 
and France, and the proudest boast of the 
younger generation of the south will ever 
be that their sires had a part in that 
glorious conflict. If I could trace my 
ancestry back to the crowned heads 
of Burope, if I could trace it back to 
the mighty chiefs whose valor has set the 
crags of Scotland forever echoing with 
glory, if I could trace it back to the 
mailed knights who carried the flashing 
sword in holy pilgrimage to the gates of 
Jerusalem, I would still be content to in- 
scribe on my crest the simple claim that 
I am the son of a confederate soldier.”’ 

Mr. Hynds gave a history of President 
Davis’ life from his birth to his death, 
going over his career as a statesman, a 
soldier and a patriot. 

The South’s Heroes. 

“Tf there is one safe standard by which 
the civilization of a country can be 
measured,’’ he said, “it is by the men 
and character .it produces, and where 
does the history of the world show abler 
or purer statesmen than Davis and Ste- 
phens, Calhoun and Cobb, Toombs, Hill, 
Reagan and all the rest? Where since

WISE MOSQUITO 
WILL EMIGRATE 


Atlanta May Prevent Pes 
Nuisance by Using 
Kerosene, 


According to the opinions of those in 
a position to know, the opportunity is at 
hand by which Atlanta can rid herself 
of the mosquito pest this summer by 
taking a few precautionary measures at 
this time. It will be remembered that 
the mosquitoes were particularly numer- 
ous last year and any plan to get rid of 
them is suUre to be interesting. 

In talking on the question, F. M. But, 
a well known insurance man, sald that 
a revolution had been worked at little 
expense in Augusta, and from being one 
of the worst places in the country for 
mosquitoes it has for the past yeur been 
particularly free from this plaguc. 

“The method of warfare,.’’ began Mr. 
Butt, “against the mosquitoes In Augusta 
has been a very simple one, and I should 
think would prove a great blessing t® 
Atlanta. Under the direction of the 
board of health, crude petroleuin was 
poured in sewers, drain pipes, sewer 
traps and all standing or stagnant pools 
about the city. 

“This method of exterminating the 
mosquitOes was in no way original 
with Augusta, for the same methods 
had proved most effective in many of 
the New Jersey summer resorts and 
the New Jersey summer resorts. Some of 
these were almost compelled to sus- 
pend business because no visitors would 
come to be tortured al] through the 
night by these miniature birds of prey. 
For years the government and the New 
Jersey officials worked hard in _ their 
campaigns against the mosquito and 
large sums of money were spent in the 
matter of experiments. Finally, the use 
of kerosene or crude petroleum was 
found to be the most expedient, and it 
is believed that not only the comfort, 
but the lives of many were gaved by 
the use of this petroleum. 

“It hag been found by experiments 
that common coal oil poured on stagnant 
water will prevent the breeding of mos- 
quitoes. It is believed that this oi] ren- 
ders the larvae or eggs of the insects 
sterile, and in this way prevents breed- 
ing. It has long been recognizcd by 
physicians and students of epidemic dis- 
eases that the mosquito is the common 
medium for the transmission of disedse 
germs from one person to another. 
Authorities have stated that malaria, 
typhoid and other germ diseases have 
been carried from house to house tn this 
way as the germs by means of the mos- 
quito are .inoculated directly into the 
blood. Experiments made by the army 
while in Cuba further proved the dan- 
ger of these insects. 

“It seems to me that if the board of 
health of Atlanta would take the same 
measures which are at one time bvuth 
efficient and inexpensive, Atlantans would 
win very decidedly by The movement, 
and even if there are not the same 
chances for the spread of disease on ac- 
count of the high altitude, the pests are 
just as uncomfortable in this city as in 
any other place in the country.”

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‘WILL CARLTON WANTED 
TO GET LARGE CHORUS 
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Some of the Principals in the Trial of William Carlton Before Judge 
Broyles Yesterday. 
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Man Who Was Arrested on Charge of Insulting 
Young Woman Dismissed Because of Lack 
of Evidence. 


CCORDING to the testimony be- 
A fore Judge Broyles in police court 

yesterday afternoon no gir.s were 
too young or too old to become mem- 
bers of: the Ingomar Opera Company, 
of which Will C. Carlton, who was ar- 
rested Thursday night, is said to be the 
Atlanta agent. 

One woman, at least, 25 years old, tes- 
tified she had. been offered an engage- 
ment. A 13-year-old girl testified to 
the same thing, and both said they were 
to have* been measured for costumes, 
sent to St. Louis for a stay of three 
monthg at $12.50 per week, ayd then 
taken to Coney Island for an indefinite 
ae 

Carlton, who poses as a_ theatrical 
agent, and said he was securing girls for 
the IngOmar Opera Company, of S8t. 
Louls, Mo., was knocked down by N. E. 
Harrold, a young man who is employed 
at 109 Peters street, on the charge that 
he had made insulting remarks to a 
young lady who was his friend ang had 
also told some tales to her about Har- 
rold, 

The court room was crowded with 
witnesses and interested spectators when 
the case was called. About fifteen 
young women and girls had been sum- 
moned by the police to testify. They all 
said they had been Offered positions in 
St. Lovis with a supposed opera com- 
pany. Some of them had declined the 
offer after a thorough investigation. 

Presented His Card. 

City Detective Lockhart said he had 
been informed by E. J. Langford, a.civil 
engineer for the Centra] of Georgia rail- 
road, that CarjJton had insulted a young 
lady who was a member of his family. 
She is said to have been stopped on the 
street by Carlton, who presented her a 
card On which the following was writ- 
ten: 

‘Ladies wanted for first-class Opera 
company. Three months at St. Louis 
world’s fair at $12 per week and ex- 
penses. Call at 73 Auburn avenue. W. 
C. Carlton, manager.’’ 

Lockhart testified that the young lady 
had declined the card and walked away 
from Carlton. He insisted that she join 
his company, according to the statement 
of the detective, but she refused, and he 
followed her almost to the home of Mr. 
Langford, at 153 West Peachtree street. 

Margaret Hall, !3 years old, of 216 
Courtland gtreet, testified that Cariton 
had Offered her a position as soubrette 
in an opera company, and asked her to 
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}get her mother’s consent to go. She 
did not ask her mother about it. She 
said Carlton persuaded her to go to his 
room at 73 Auburn avenue, and sfe went 
one time. Later, when he spoke to her 
about the matter, she said she Nad 
changed her mind, and did not think 
she would go on the stage. She fur- 
ther said that Carlton told her hc wouid 
take her measure for costumes if she 
would consent to go and would also 
pay her $12.50 per week and all ex- 
penses. 

Mrs. A. N. McNabb, of 73 Auburn 
avenue, with whom Carlton  pboarded, 
said she saw so many girls and young 
women going to his room that she spoke 
to him about it, and he left her house. 
Mrs. McNabb testified that girls appar- 
ently ten and twelve years old, went 
to Carlton’s room. Sometimes there 
would be as many as six or eight of 
them there at one time. She also claim- 
ed Carlton left her house during the 
night, without speaking to her apchit it, 
and also that he left a board pil] un- 
paid. 

Left a Costume. 

Miss Cordie Vincent and her sister, of 
South Forsyth street, told the court that 
Carlton had tried to get them to join 
his company. He left what he called 
a “fire dancer’s costume” at their house 
for about two weeks. He is also said 
to have used profane language while in 
their house. They declined to grace 
the boards and appear behind the foot- 
ilzghts. 

To Miss Annie Rice, of 50 Garnett 
street, Carlton gave a card annound¢ing 
that he wag securing girls for an opera 
company, and asking that she call at 
73 Auburn avenue and talk with him 
about it. He also agreed to pay her 
a certain salary and expenses and also 
furnish costumes. She backed out after 
he explained matters to her, and decided 
not to go. 

After these witnesses had been placed 
on the stand Judge Broyles asked for a 
statement. from Carlton. The defendant 
said he tried to get up an opera com- 
pany for St. Louls and denied that Nhe 
had intended any wrong. 

‘“T have not the evidence here to con- 
vict you of disorderly conduct, or to 
bind you over to the state courts,’ 
said Judge Bfoyles, “but I warn you 
right now to break up this business. 
I have been informed that you made a 
statement reflecting on the character of 
fifty girls in Atlanta, but that is not in 
evidence. The best thing you can do is 
to break up this business and get out 
of Atlanta.’’ 

Carlton left the court room hurried- 
ly and said he would stop his theatrical 


soliciting immediately and leave Atlanta 
at once.

000 for the construction of the Wabash 
extension into Pittsburg, wil be wound 
up next Monday, according to The Her- 
ald, and the contro] of the Wabash Pitts- 
burg Terminal Company will be turn- 
ed over to the Wabash railroad. The 
termina] company is a cOnsolidation of 
the three small lines which constituted 
the Pittsburg extension and the exten- 
sive terminals in that city. 

The syndicate in whose hands the con- 
struction of the line rested was pledged 
to advance $20,000,000, of which $14,- 
000,000 hag already been paid. When 
the balance is paid on Monday, the Wa- 
bash will take title. The syndicate will 
then receive $13,400,000 first mortgage 
bonds, $20,000,000 second mortgage 
bonds and $10,000,000 of Wabash com- 
mon stock.

CHURCH WORKERS | 
GOING TO CHIN 


Harry Ethridge and Miss Brown 
Make Great Sacrifice 


One Is Prominent Attorney, the 
Other City Missionary—Both To 
Devote Their Lives to Work 
as Missionaries in the 
Far East. 


Harry Etheridge, a wel! known lawyer 
of Atlanta. and Mias Cordelia E. Brown, 
who has for some time been the city 
missionary of Dr. Broughton’s Tabernacle 
Baptist church, will leave immediately 
for foreign missionary work in the re- 
mote portions of China. 

The story of this exodus from Atlanta 
to the furthermost ends of the earth is 
as interesting as it is true. 

A short time ago Rev. Dr. Broughton 
left for a trip to Virginia and invited 
Rev. Horace W. Holding, a returned 
missionary from China, to occupy his 
pulpit. The missionary accepted the in- 
vitation and made such a stirring ad- 
dress that he won over two of the most 
prominent workets in Dr. Broughton’s 
congregation to his cause and they have 
already made plans to start for the flelds 
of missign work in China. 

More than this, théy have absolutely 
turned their backs on the pleasures of 
this world and Rave consecrated them- 
selves and thédir lives to the work of 
carrying the message of the gospel to 
the land of Confucianism and the wor- 
ship of devils. 

Both Mr. Etheridge And Miss Brown 
are fulfilling the command of the Savior 
to sell their goods and give the profits 
to the poor. It would be difficult to 
imagine greater consecration to what 
they believe is their duty and the self- 
sacrifice which they are making. Mr. 
Etheridge, it is stated on good author- 
ity, is already making plans to dispose 
of all his property, including his per- 
sonal effects, and turn over the proceeds 
to the board of foreign missions of the 
Baptist church. 

In addition to this, he agrees to g0 
over and spend the remainder of his life 
in the mission work of China and never 
to return. He also agrees to first turn 
over the proceeds of his property to the 
board of foreign missions and then not 
call on them for more than $200 a year 
for his living expenses. 

With Miss Brown the conditions, which 
are self-imposed, are much the same. 
She has already taken steps, it is stated, 
for the disposal of certain proverty 
which she holds in Waterbury, Conh., 
the proceeds of which she will turn over 
to the board of foreign missions in cash. 
She also goes to spend the remainder 
of her life in China in the work Of con- 
verting Chinese children from the faith 
of their fathers for countless genera- 
tions. 

Hard Work Ahead. 

It is almost impossible to even estimate 
all that is meant by such self-sacrifice 
or the terrible privations which in the 
Natural order of events they will have 
to face: of the years of study required 
in famillarizing themselves with a lan- 
guage that is acknowledged to be the 
most difficult in the world. Of the shut- 
ting themselves away from all evidences 
of civilization and burying themselves 
alive in the darkness of barbarism with 
only their faith and their cause to light- 
en their paffiway. It is an example of 
self-denial that leaves absolutely no lim- 
itations to the imagination. 

Another things, the exodus of these 
two makeg necessary a considerable 
change in the executive department of 
Dr. Broughton’s force. Miss Brown has 
been a city missiohary who has accom- 
plisher much by her labora, and Mr. 
Etheridge has been chairman of the 
finance committee and has been respon- 
sible for much in the directing of the 
business end of the lecture course and 
has held other positions of responsibility 
and trust. 

It was stated yesterday that Mr. Eth- 
ridge was anxious to go and only one 
reason held him back. This was the 
fact that some years ago he Was asso- 
ciated in business with a man who left 
the firm stranded. Mr. Ethridge imme- 
diately assumed the responsibilities and 
debts of his partner and for the past 
number of years has been paying them 
off. There were still some unpaid and 
he did not want to leave until these were 
settled. Then it was that Lee Doug- 
las promised to aSsume these responsi- 
bilities, which left Mr. Ethridge free to 
follow the dictates of his conscience and 
make preparations for starting for China. 

Mr. and Mrs. Douglas will accompany 
Mr. Ethridge and family as far as Los 
Angeles on their way to San Franciso. 
From this port the two Atlantans will 
sail for their *#uture labors in China, 
June 20.
